1 . AS MENTIONED OUR REFTEL, COL. BADIOLA HAS RECENTLY BEEN

SHOULD HAVE THE OPPORTUNITY TO SEE BOTH ABC AND CBS IN NEW 
YORK CITY, (FYI CBS CORRESPONDENT DAVID DOW, WILL INFORM CBS 
AND ASK THAT THEY EXTEND COURTESIES TO BADIOLA. CHANNEL 7 
PURCHASES THEIR FILMS FROM ABC.) HE IS INTERESTED IN 
VISITING SOME BIG NEWSPAPERS AND HAS MENTIONED "THE WASHINGTON 
POST", "NEW YORK TIMES" AND "BOSTON GLOBE". ALSO AP AND UPI. 

WE SUGGEST HE GET A THOROUGH BRIEFING AT AP (BILL LONG, 

THE AP BUREAU CHIEF IN CHILE, WILL WRITE HIS HEAD OFFICE
